EPA has issued its annual Toxics Release Inventory (TRI),

whi ch provides detailed information on toxic chem cal use and
rel ease. The TRl is based on yearly reports submtted to EPA
and state agencies by conpanies and federal facilities within
the industrial and manufacturing sectors. It serves as a

moni tor of toxic chemcals released at a conpany’s | ocation,
treated, recycled or transferred el sewhere, along with

pol | uti on-preventi on met hods used. EPA' s annual accounting of
toxic industrial discharges shows that facilities in the
agency’s md-Atlantic region cut toxic chem cal rel eases by
nore than 50 percent since 1988 based on the original |ist of
644 toxic chem cals and chem cal conpounds. To access the TRI
dat abase on the Internet go to:

MD MAN GETS YEAR AND $20K FOR SELLI NG FALSE ASBESTCS CERTS

On April 9, a federal judge in R chrmond, Va., sentenced Edwi n J.
“Tommy” Hayes of Maryland to one year and a day in jail and a $20, 000
fine for obstructing justice during the investigation of a schene to
sel|l fraudul ent asbestos training certificates required under the
Toxi ¢ Substances Control Act. Hayes had previously admtted during



his guilty plea in August 2000 that he had obstructed justice by
advising a subject of a crimnal investigation to “lose all your
paperwork” and to “rmake sure it gets gone” when he knew EPA and the
FBI were crimnally investigating the unlawful sale of asbestos
training certificates.

TRUCKI NG COVPANY PERSONNEL GET JAIL TIME FOR FALSE RECORDS AND
DUMPI NG

The former owner of an Easton, Pa., trucking firmand his head
nmechani ¢ have been sentenced to jail terns and fined for conspiracy,
fal sifying inspection results, and dischargi ng hazardous material s
into the Easton sewer system Robert Schippers, of Easton, Pa., who
owned and operated Schippers Service in Easton, was sentenced Apri
10 to two years in jail, three years supervised rel ease and fined
$5,000. Robert Padula, of Wnd Gap, Pa., who Schippers enployed as
chi ef mechanic until Novenber, 1995, was sentenced to 10 nont hs
confinement and three years of supervised rel ease

EPA SETTLES PENNSYLVANI A WETLAND VI OLATI ON

On April 6, EPAfiled a consent agreenent and final order settling
its clains agai nst George (rassie of Tobyhanna, Pa. who had filled in
a streamchannel and its adjacent wetlands in order to create a
recreational pond. The settlenent provides for full restoration of
the approximately 1.5-acre area inpacted, enhancenment of areas

adj acent to the inpacted area, and paynent of a cash penalty in the
anount of $4, 000.

ADM NI STRATOR VWHI TMAN ANNOUNCES 2002 BUDGET REQUEST

On April 9, Adm nistrator Whitman held a press conference to
announce the President’s FY 2002 budget request of $7.3
billion for EPA. The request is $56 mlIlion nmore than the FY
2001 request but $499 mllion I ess than the FY 2001 enacted
budget, since it does not include earmarks added in by

Congress. The budget request contains $3.3 billion in grants
for states and tribes which includes $2.1 billion for state
wat er infrastructure needs and two new $25 nillion state grant

progranms, one for state enforcenent efforts and one for
envi ronnmental information systens.

EPA LOOKS | NTO DRUMS WASHI NG UP FROM POTOVAC

EPA is responding to reports fromthe National Park Service

t hat dozens of blue plastic druns have washed up on islands in
the Potomac River in the vicinity of Geat Falls Park, and at
poi nts upstream northwest of Washington, D.C. EPA conducted
an aerial reconnaissance on April 12, with the National Park
Service followed by a drumby-drum i nventory by boat on April
13.

The Maryl and Senate failed to act on a bill that would provide
adequate standing for citizens file |lawsuits challenging Title
V operating permts for facilities that discharge air

em ssions. The 2001 | egislative session ended April 9, and

wi Il not reconvene until January 2002. Because the Senate did
not pass standing | anguage that will nmeet m ni mum f eder al

requi renents,

the Maryl and Departnment of the Environment cannot correct al
deficiencies identified in their permtting program by EPA
EPA is bound under a lawsuit settlement to review and
approve/ di sapprove Maryl and’ s program by Decenmber 1, 2001. |If
EPA does not grant Maryland full approval by Decenber 2001,
the Clean Air Act and 40 CFR part 71 requires that a federal
operating permt program be inplenmented in Maryl and by
operation of |aw.

DOE STATS SHOW ALARM NG ENERGY CONSUMPTI ON

According to the recently published U S. Departnent of Energy
Annual Energy Qutl ook 2001, energy consunption in the US. is
increasing at a rate of 1.3 percent a year. This rate is even
hi gher for the transportation sector. By the year 2010,
energy consunption will have increased about 30 percent over
1990 | evel s; by 2020, the increase will be about 47 percent in
a business as usual scenario. Wthout voluntary energy
conservation and renewabl e energy prograns the energy
consunption rate would actually be about 2.1 percent a year.
These voluntary prograns have sl owed the growth rate but have
not been able to stop or reverse it.

EPA APPROVES MULTI PLE TMDLs FOR PA

EPA has approved 43 reports representing total maxi mum daily

| oads for 66 inpaired waters on the 1996 303(d) list, and nore
than 100 waters on the 1998 and draft 2000 303(d) lists. These
TMDLs determ ne the pollution reduction needs for polluted

wat ers throughout the Commonweal th and provide a quantifiable
goal for determ ning watershed restoration needs. Proposals
requesti ng over $1, 833,000 have been submtted for funding to
conduct restoration work in the watersheds where these TMDLsS
wer e devel oped. EPA expects to provide funding in tinme for

i npl ementati on work to begin by late spring. To date, EPA
Regi on 3 has approved over 690 individual TMDLs required under
the various |awsuit settlenments since Decenber 2000: 60 in

Del aware, 164 in Pennsylvania, 25 in Virginia, 17 in Maryl and,
and 427 in West Virginia.



$1.4 M LLI ON AWARDED TO DC TO CONTROL WATER POLLUTI ON

EPA will award $1.4 million to the District of Colunmbia to
fund work for the control of nonpoint source (NPS) pollution
in the waterways. The award supports their NPS program for FY
2001 and requires a 40 percent match that will bring the total
award to $2.4 million. The recently approved NPS Managenent
Plan will provide a road map that will guide the District’s
ongoing efforts. Specific work will focus on priority sections
of the Anacostia River including Watts Branch, Hickey Run, and
Ki ngman | sl and. New Measurabl e Environnental Results are now
clearly identified for all NPS projects.

EPA AWARDS DRI NKI NG WATER GRANT TO DELAWARE

On April 9, the Del aware Departnent of Health and Soci al
Services received approval from EPA for a $517,060 grant to
support of the state’s drinking water program Specifically,
the grant award will assist over 500 public water systens
serving al nost 700, 000 people to conply with the Safe Drinking
Water Act by providing technical assistance, operator
training, field surveillance, |aboratory certification, and
information to water system owners about new regul atory
responsibilities. DHSS also maintains a data managenent
system and initiates enforcenment actions against public water
suppliers who fail to conply with state and federal

regul ations. The state of Del aware al so contributes over a
half mllion dollars to this effort.

SOLI D WASTE GRANT Al DS RECYCLI NG BUSI NESSES | N DELAWARE

Del aware’s Green Industries O fice received a 1998 Solid Waste
Program grant through EPA' s Jobs Through Recycling programto
fund the salary of a Recycling and Econom c Devel opnent
Advocate. The REDA is enployed in the Del aware Econom c

Devel opment Office. The primary goal for this REDA is to
assist in efforts to expand construction and denolition debris
recycling.

M DDLETOWN, DE COWMPANY SETTLES WASTE VI OLATI ONS

On March 30, Johnson Controls Battery Goup Inc. settled an
EPA conpl ai nt over violations of federal hazardous waste | aws
at its Mddletown, De. facility and will pay $22,297. In a
Sept enmber 2000 conpl aint, EPA cited Johnson Controls for
violating the federal |aw governing the treatnent, storage,
and di sposal of hazardous waste. A joint inspection by EPA
and Del aware Departnent of Natural Resources in August 1999
docunment ed vi ol ati ons of hazardous waste storage regul ati ons.



Al l eged violations included failure to obtain a storage
permt; inproper storage of hazardous materials such as | ead,
hydrobrom c acid, and spent nercury-containing fluorescent

| anps; and i nadequate aisle space for access by energency
response personnel .

The Partnership was nom nated for this award by
t he New Castl e Conservation District, a partner in the

Cor porate Environnental Stewardship Program which was
initiated through EPA funds. The award presentation is
schedul ed for April 25 at 11 a.m in Dover.
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
